When alfalfa has made a rapid 
1 growth and is rank and succulent and 
I the xveather and ground are damp, 
i tbe problem of curing is a difficult 
one. It is easy lo dry the leaves, but 
the stems will contain much moisture 
after the leaves are too dry. Alfalfa 
hay should Ytecome so dry before 
stacking that when a handful of stems 
are tightly twisted together no water 
1 can be squeezed out. The most prac- 
: tieal way to accomplish this, and at 
the same time save the leaves, is the 
plan to adopt, and this xvill vary w ith 
different seasons and places. 

There is practically no difficulty in 
curing any but the first crop. When 
the conditions for curing the first 
j crop are unfavorable, we have usual¬ 
ly found tho most practicable method j 
to be to cut tho alfalfa in Ibo morn- ! 
ing, after tho dew is off, allow it to 
! barely wilt in the swath, ttrsn rake, 
land before night put in narrow, tal) 
cocks. After the dexv is off the next 
meriting and (he surface of tbe 
ground Las become dry, xve open these 
cocks carefully, so as not to shatter 
off the leaves, and repeat treatment 
until the hay is properly cured. 

If lhe weather is favorable the hay 
may be stacked in tlte afternoon; if 
uot, we recock carefully. 

Some alfalfa growers, in stacking 
| the first cutting of alfalfa nro dry ] 
j straw or prairie hay in alternate lay- j 
j ers. This is a satisfactory xvay if the j 
dry materia! is available. 

Others use ten to fifteen pounds of 
salt or air .-Inked lime for each ton of 
hay, spi inkling the salt or Jin;e so as j 
I to cover as much of each load as pos¬ 
sible. Experiments made at this sta- j 
I tion indicate that considerably less 
gains are made by cattle when sal- is j 
mixed with the feed. A trial of lime j 
on alfalfa, made at this station , 1 
showed but little effect. From all 
tho experience we have gained to | 
date, we advise that the best way to 
prevent spontaneous combustion of 
I alfalfa is to thoroughly cure before 
! stacking. 

It is uot often that all the condi¬ 
tions necessary to produce spontane¬ 
ous combustion are present, and ordi 
nnrily there is no danger, except with 
the first cutting, and with this cut¬ 
ting only when the growth is rank. — j 
Bulletin Arkansas Experiment Sta¬ 
tion.

Irrigation Implies n certain amount ^ 
of labor and expense. The main irri¬ 
gating canal must be built with its 
dams, headgates, fiumes, bridges, 
rights of xvay, etc. The individual 
consumer must prepare for receiving 
his share during the Irrigating season. 

He must dig lateral ditches, construct 
headgates, and sometimes dike up or 
flume over a low place in his land. 
When it conies irrigating time he must 
hire extra help, unless he is wise 
enough to keep ills irrigated acres 
within the limits of his oxvn capacity 
for labor. But so far as that goes, a 
! farmer in almost any section of the 
country finds himself obliged on cer¬ 
tain occasions to entploj’ an extra hand 
or tv.’o. However, he la not always re¬ 
quired to put up cash either .for the 
Original purchase of his water right, 
or in the payment of annual assess¬ 
ments. Original owners in irrigating 
ditches frequently pay for xvater rights 
entirely in labor or material. Besides 
the excavation of the ditches, lumber 
must be provided for headgates and 
flumes and stones for dams and bulk¬ 
heads. 

Then he Is frequently permitted to 
work out his anuuul assessments with 
ibis teams, or by putting on a hired 
hand or two, for all of the big ditches 
I need attention each succeeding year, 
jl.arge quantities of sanil xvash In from 
the river, and this has to be cleaned 
out. Banks must be strengthened uml 
repairs and Improvements made gen¬ 
erally. So between construction and 
maintenance the average farmer is not 
j required to dig up much cash to meet 
the expenses of securing and keeping 
up water rights, (if course n farmer ^ 
j buying a piece of irrigated land has 
the water rights included in the pttr- 
; chase price of tlte land, and is re¬ 
quired only to pay his assessment from 
year to year. A single water right e.stt- 
'nlly carries with it sufficient water to 
irrigate Hit) acres of land. More land 
must have added shares, or fractions 
of shares, while smaller tracts call 
for fractions in proportion to their 
area of 100 acres. The value of a 
xvater right depends on the reliability 
of its source of supply and upon Its 
seniority. 

The first ditch to he built on any 
given stream and-to have established 
| that fact in court naturally has a prior 
right to xvater from that stream up 
to the amount of its legal appropria¬ 
tion over all other ditches taken from 
the stream at subsequent dates. Us 
legal appropriation is not xvhnt it may 
'claim, but the amount of water that it 
can use beneficially front season to 
season. All Irrigation xvater ls meas¬ 
ured hy the cubic feet passing a given 
point in a second of time. During Dm 
xx-lnter and early spring irrigation 
farmers turn Riixlotts eyes to tho 
higher altitudes and great timber belts 
tip in the mountains. Reports of tlm 
amount of snoxvfall and conditions of 
the snoxv beds are eagerly sought. 

I If the snowfall is reported to he 
light, every farmer hastens spring 
i work as muck as possible in order 
that the fields may he all planted ity 
Die time the high water runs, so that 
all the good possible may he obtained 
| out of the limited xvater supply xvliile 
it lasts. In such cases farmers rather 
hope for a cool, xvet spring, ns this xvill 
give the crops time to start and xvill 
hold hack the supply of irrigation xva¬ 
ter by reason of the cold xveather In 
the upper altitude. When they hear 
that the snoxvs are falling early iu tits 
mountains so that they xvill become 
packed against the coming of late win¬ 
ter and spring snows, there is a feeling 
of comfort and an assurance of a good 
supply of xvater. When it is known 
that the snoxvs lie from four to six 
feet deep in tlte timber belts and high 
mountain slopes the farmers do not 
lie nxvake nights worrying about mak¬ 
ing good crops for the coming sum¬ 
mer.—Denver Field and Farm.

I'he Emperor of Japan, to whose genius is accredited the most remark¬ 
able victories achieved by his forces over the Russians, has come to the 
front as one of the famous rulers of the world. As the man who actually 
selected the officers that figured In the triumphs on land and sea, and who 
In a measure supervised the work of the war board at Toklo, his discern¬ 
ment and efficiency have been awarded unstinted praise. The Emperor’s 
name is Mutshuhito, and his imperial title Is Tenno, but the appellation by 
which lie is called In relation to external affairs is "Kotei,” a word of Chinese 
origin. Only foreigners, It Is said, make use of the poetic title, Mikado. 
The Emperor was born at Kyoto, Nov. It. 1852, and succeeded Ills father, 
Romeo Tenno, Feb. 18, 18(17. The Japanese assert that their empire was 
founded by the first Emperor, Jiniinu Tenno, in 860 B. C., and that the 
dynasty still reigns. The present, ruler is said to be the one hundred and 
twenty-second in unbroken descent, and he is venerated by the common 
folk as a son of the gods. Many current sayings serve to perpetuate this 
revereuce, such as "The Emperor has neither father nor mother,” or "In 
heaven there Is one sun; on earth there Is one Riuperor.” The Emperor's 
wife is Princess Haruko, but she is childless, and the heir to the throne, 
Prince Yoshihito, is the aon of a second wife. The Japanese law for royalty 
admit* the choice of Inferior wives, but, strange to say, prohibits polygamy.

TELEPHONE ON THE CONGO. 

Impossible to Talk During Middle of 
the Day in Rainy Season. 

The telegraph and telephone lines of 
the Belgium Congo region show how 
some peculiarities both In the con¬ 
struction of the lines and their opera¬ 
tion, owing to the climate and the 
character of the country. 

Where the line runs through the for¬ 
ests the wires are placed as much as 
possible upon trees and In other cases 
upon Iron pol<*s, says the Scientific 
American. The wire, which is of 
phosphor-bronze, is painted black, so 
as not to attract tlie attention of the 
natives, who lay hands upon all the 
copper they can find. 

The other brilliant objects of the 
line, such as the insulators, are also 
pnlnted black. A cutting thirty feet 
wide ts made through the forest for 
the line, so that there is no risk of fire 
or from falling trees. 

Besides the telegraph offices of Leo¬ 
poldville, Kwamouth and Coquithat- 
vlHe. there arc nine telephone offices 
and six cabins. The latter are used for 
communicating with the steamboats 
on the river. 

i'he first hours after sunset are the 
brst for telephoning, and it is possible 
to telephone direct from Matnda to 
Kwamouth, or .’ISO miles. From the 
latter point to Bonin, or 410 miles, the 
voice still heard. 

After 10 o'clock a. m. the heat 
makes it impossible to use the tele¬ 
phone. especially In the rainy season. 
This Is due to the fact that a return 
wire is not used, and the use of the 
earth return is accompanied by great 
disturbances In the middle of th • 
day. 

The greatest enemies of the tele¬ 
phone lines are the wild animals. In 
Iho rainy season atmospheric dis¬ 
charges often* strike the wires, there¬ 
fore the lines need to lie constantly 
inspected and repaired. 

A Nightmareless Rarebit 

A bachelor whose skill at getting up 
dainty supper dishes assures him plan 
ty of company in the evenings is re 
sponsible for a substitute for the Welsh 
rabbit that is free from nightmare. He 
covers lightly toasted bread with finely 
grated cheese and Instead of slipping 
it In the oven places It beneath the 
flatne of the gas broiler until the 
cheese has been toasted a light brown. 

If a good cream cheese is used there 
is not the slightest suggestion of sog 
glness or greasluess. and even those to 
whom a rabbit means a night of trou¬ 
bled dreams may indulge in this with 
no fear of evil consequences. 

The trick lies In the grating of the 
cheese. Broken Into bits, it would melt 
Into a pasty mass. Finely divided, each 
particle should be individually toasted 
before It has a elianee to melt down, 
and In that state It is readily assimil¬ 
ated.—Now York Press. 


LIVING IN ENGLAND. 

J« Is I’eally No Cheaper than in This 
Country, 

The accuracy of an official statement 
made by United States Consul Hal¬ 
stead at Birmingham, that living was 
n<> cheaper in England than in the 
United States, having been questioned 
by certain authorities in this epuntry, 
lie has made a supplementary rei>ort 
on the subject to the state deimrt- 
ment From this it appears that the 
original statement was based on tlie 
experience of certain American tube 
welders working in Hie Birmingham 
district. The statement caused much 
surprise, as It was contrary to the 
general understanding. One newspa¬ 
per urged that if living in Great Brit¬ 
ain was not appreciably cheaper than 
In the United States there was no rea¬ 
son for protecting the highly paid 
American workman. Consul Hnl- 
sicad says that that is not a matter 
for him to decide, lie odds that that 
paper's proisisition to lower the scale 
of living of the American workingman 
had better be addressed to the Ameri¬ 
can workingman direct. 

“I only state a very plain fact," says 
Mr. Halstead, "that if the English 
workingman llvtd as well as his Amer¬ 
ican brother workingman his living 
expenses would be as great or great- ] 
or than the living expenses of the! 
American. Surely there is nothing ob¬ 
jectionable in stating a fact so plain ' 
and so easily verified. Everybody i 
knows that the American workman is.; 
by comparison, highly paid. I can | 
only state the fact that the English! 
workman cannot and does not live as 
well as the American. It is within 
my knowledge that the majority of J 
people in tlie United States believe I 
that living Is much cheaper abrond j 
than at home, and it seems to me; 
therefore that I might well supplement : 
the statement of those American work-; 
men who. It must be understood, have:
